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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The limitation that the extaction mixture is biphasic has been added to claims 24, 25 and 30-33. However, 
the specification does not teach that the extraction mixture is biphasic. On page 4, paragrphs 3 and 4 of the instant specification, it is 
disclosed that the extraction mixture comprises butanol, chaotrope and water. The butanol is water immiscible but this does not 
implicitly or explicitly mean that the butanol is part of or forms an organic phase. Contrary to teachings of a biphasic extraction mixture, 
the specification teaches that upon DNA addition the extraction mixture is then centrifuged in order to generate two phases, an organic 
phase and an aqueous phase. Hence the specificatino does not teach that the extraction mixture is biphasic .
